Mueller probe nets trial victory 


Jury deadlocked 
on 10 of 18 counts

ALEXANDRIA, Va. — Ju- 
rors handed special counsel 
Robert Mueller his first jury 
trial victory Tuesday against 
one-time Trump campaign 
chairman Paul Manafort. 

On the fourth day of 
deliberations, the six men 
and six women on the jury 
found Manafort guilty of 


five counts of tax fraud, two 
counts of bank fraud and 
one count of failure to dis- 
close foreign bank accounts. 
U.S. District Judge T.S. Ellis 
declared a mistrial on 10 
other charges after jurors 
were unable to reacha 
unanimous verdict on them. 
The verdict was part of a 
one-two punch of bad news 
for the White House. Min- 
utes before the Manafort 
verdict, Trump’s former 
personal attorney Michael 
Cohen pleaded guilty in

NEW YORK — Michael 
Cohen, President Donald 
Trump’s former personal 
lawyer, pleaded guilty Tues- 
day to campaign-finance vi- 
olations and other charges, 
saying Trump directed him 
to arrange the payment of 
hush money to porn star 
Stormy Daniels and a former 
Playboy model to fend off 
damage to his White House 
bid. 

The guilty plea was part of 
a double dose of bad news 
for Trump: It came at al- 
most the same moment his 
former campaign chairman 
Paul Manafort was convict- 
ed in Alexandria, Virginia, 
of eight financial crimes in 
the first trial to come out 
of special counsel Robert 
Mueller’s sprawling Russia 
investigation. 

In a deal reached with 
federal prosecutors, Cohen, 
51, pleaded guilty to eight 
counts, including tax eva- 
sion. He could get about 
four to five years in prison at 
sentencing Dec. 12. 

In entering the plea, 
Cohen did not name the 
two women or even Trump, 
recounting instead that he 
worked with an “unnamed 
candidate” to influence the 
election. 

But the amounts and the 
dates all lined up with the 
$130,000 paid to Daniels 
and the $150,000 that went 
to Playboy Playmate Kar- 
en McDougal to buy their 
silence in the weeks and 
months leading up to the 
2016 presidential election. 
Both women claimed to 
have had affairs with Trump, 
which he denies.
